black but neither had identi­ 
fy ing marks. The {danes flew 
back to Kaniama. Etisazeth- 
v ille reports said this town 
is the immediate objectiv e of 
the Central Gov ernment ad 
v ance. It is 20 miles south of 
the Kizamba battlefield.

Togeth ­ 
er th ey will in sure th at th is coun try n ot 
on ly will surv iv e but its ideals will th riv e.” 
Th e statemen t may n ot soun d too profoun d 
but th ere are elemen ts of it wh ich are fre­ 
quen tly ov erlooked in our an xiety ov er our 
econ omic state of affairs. 
A ^ e a t deal is said about th e risin g cost 
of th in gs today an d th e in crease of gov ern ­ 
men t activ ity in so 
man y areas of life. 
Th ese are legitimate 
matters of con cern but 
we sh ould n ot go to 
extremes with th em. It is foolh ardy to 
apen d beyon d on e’s ability to pay but it is 
n ot foolh ardy to spen d, period. Nebraska 
Sen ator Roman Hruska h as been rath er 
busy lately in th e state attackin g th e ad­ 
min istration ’s fiscal an d foreign policies. 
This is in lin e with th e typical state repre­ 
sen tation in Con gress, Th is delegation 
seems to v iew its respon sibility as a n ega­ 
tiv e on e—doin g all it can to keep gov ern ­ 
men t from doin g an yth in g. 
Seldo m do es it co ncern itself with the 
po sitiv e side o f thing s—seeing what can 
lo g ically be do ne by g o v ernment to help 
the peo ple o f the state and the natio n. 
Whenev er there is any po sitiv e thinking , it 
g ets no where because o ur deleg atio n car­ 
ries so little weig ht in Co ng ress. Fo r to o 
lo ng no w it has been o n the neg ativ e side 
lo be taken serio usly in any o ther capacity . 
It is true th at th e gov ern men t is doin g 
more an d affectin g th e liv es of more peo­ 
ple today th an it ev er h as in h istory. It 
is true th at th e n ation al debt con tin ues to 
climb an d th at taxes go up. But isn ’t th is 
a period of growth in ev ery direction in 
which on e cares to look? Is n ot th e stan dard 
o f liv in g in America h igh er today th an it 
hag ev er been in h istory? 


Foreign aid is an often ridiculed part of 
American foreign policy an d amon g th e 
claims made again st it is th e fact th at we 
can n ot afford it. Perh aps n ot, but th e claim 
loses weigh t in v iew of th e fact th at for th e 
last fiscal year our military an d econ omic 
assistan ce to oth er n ation s was less th an 1 
per cen t of th e gross n ation al product, lower 
th an th e 2 per cen t of gross n ation al product 
it h it from 1949 th rough ! 1953. An d th e to­ 
tal $4.8 billion proposed th is year for for-

Th e av erage American is said 
to sell h is h ome an d buy a n ew on e on ce 
ev ery sev en years. He doesn ’t sit in on e 
place an d assume th at wh ere h e started in 
life is wh ere h e must en d in life. 
He do esn’t refuse to buy his wife a new 
refrig erato r o r clo thes dry er Just because 
she has nev er had o ne befo re and the ex ­ 
penditure wo uld represent a new o ne. He 
buy s such thing s because he has a g reater 
ability to do so . This is the principle o n 
which o ur entire eco no mic sy stem is predi­ 
cated. The capitalistic sy stem is a g ro wth 
sy stem and wh en it quits g ro wing , it will 
be all finished and so mething else will 
hav e to take its place. 
Wh en we are called upon lo dev elop th e 
resources of our stale an d n ation as we were 
called up by Presiden t 
Ken n edy in Oklah oma, 
it is ridiculous to say 
th at we h av e already 
spen t too much mon ey 
we seek to improv e

in th is area. Wh en 
h ousin g th rough out our cities an d to make 
our tran sporation system better, it is ridic­ 
ulous to say th at our econ omy can n ot 
stan d such an expen diture. It is wh en an d 
if we ev er get to th at poin t th at Mr. Kh ru­ 
sh ch ev will h av e won th e econ omic cold 
war again st th e West. 
Noth in g would suit h is fan cy better th an 
to h av e th is n ation at th e poin t wh ere it 
can n o lon ger in v est in th e future, wh ere 
it can do n oth in g to improv e th e lot of its 
more un fortun ate citizen s, wh ere it can do 
n oth in g to h arn ess its riv ers an d expan d 
its timber resources. In effect, if th e eco­ 
n omic con serv ativ es such as Hruska are 
correct in th eir spen din g moratorium, we 
h av e already lost th e cold war. 


The Agricultural Dilemma 
Th e October Mon th ly Rev iew of th e 
Ten th District Federal Reserv e Ban k con - 
tams a th ough tful an d pen etratin g .study 
of th e n ation ’s agricultural problem. 
It observ es th at all farm programs th us 
far h av e relied in v aryin g forms an d 
degrees on price supports an d acreage 
con trols, on e or th e oth er, or both . An d 
th ere doesn ’t seem to be an y oth er prac­ 
tical approach . But in v iew of an early 
solution of th e problem th ere is a coun ter 
force workin g with m 
th e price-acreage 
relation sh ip. High supports len d to reduce 
b ot h domestic con sumptiiwi an d in h ibit 
foreign trade in food stuffs, an d, in th at 
ev en t, th e gov ern men t is required to in ­ 
troduce costly subsidies to balan ce out 
th e problem. M th e same time acreage re­ 
striction s coupled with supiMirted prices 
stimulates productiv e efficien cy w’ h i c h 
th rough tech n ological progress h as serv ed 
to con tin ue surpluses desfute reduced plan t­ 
in g area. 


Moreov er,

ailmen t an d wh en specific remedies are 
applied to th e latter th ey ten d to th row 
th e gen eral econ omy out of gear.

In sh ort, th e gen eral econ omy h as ad­ 
justed itself to th e farm problem an d it 
is an accommodation wh ich , wh ile it is 
n ot descriptiv e of good h ealth , is a con di­ 
tion th at warn s again st dramatic an d 
quick remedies. All of wh ich is to say 
th at wh ile th e meth ods of treatmen t are 
ration al real h ealin g will require care an d 
time. 


On Taking Pen I n Hand 


Nation al polls on wh o an d h ow man y 
write letters to con gressmen compose a 
swampy field for research , but a recen t n a­ 
tion al poll was taken with th ese results: 
More th an 9 per cen t of people of v otin g 
age are represen ted in letters an d messages 
to con gressmen an d sen ators each year. 
Republican s compose 11 per cen t of th e 
group, Democrats eigh t per cen t an d in de­ 
pendents 10 per cen t. 
Farmers are th e poorest letter writers. 
Busin ess an d profession al men con stitute a 
1 6 per cen t writin g group, wh ite c ol l a r 
workers 13 per cen t. On ly 7 per cen t of th e 
farm v ote takes pen in h an d. 
Th e Democrats are con sidered th e most 
n umerous political party, but th ey are out- 
written by th e Republican s. Th is could be 
In terpreted as greater con ten tmen t with a 
n ation al capital in th e h an ds of a Democrat­ 
ic admin istration an d also could be in ter­ 


preted as mean in g th at th e Republican s are 
less h appy an d more critical because th ey 
h ap|)i*n to be th e “outs.” Th e restrain t on 
th e part of farm letter writin g migh t be at­ 
tributed to a n atural reticen ce an d patien ce 
th at seems to ch aracterize th e rustic life. 
Th e farmer rests h is case as much on 
prov iden ce an d good weath er as h e does on 
remote gov ern men ts, wh ile th e urban man 
feels more depen den t on h is political posi­ 
tion . 
But th is is all speculativ e. A good deal of 
letter writin g on political matters is subject 
lo h eav y stimulation an d man y letters 
would n ev er be written were it n ot for or­ 
gan ized pressure on th e writers. Sh owers of 
letters, telegrams an d petition s are con sid­ 
ered good demon stration s for or again st 
some in terest group. Con clusion s on I h e 
wh ole subject are th erefore un satisfactory.

LIFE BEGINS AT FORTY: 


Engineer Retires Early To Enjoy His Hobbies

Sev era l y ea rs ago I met 
a fishing guide in Lake 
Placid, N.Y. who became 
the subject of one of my 
first c o l um ns . Driving 
through this q uiet village 
the other day I decided to 
stop and see how Elverton 
E. Clark was doing. 
“I’ve never regretted re­ 
tiring early ,” said Clark, 
52, an amiable, cheerful 
character who has created 
an enviable life for him­ 
self.

“The highlight of our y ear 
comes the day after Christ­ 
mas when we hop in the 
car and drive to Marathon, 
Fla. for a three month vaca­ 


tion in the sun. The past 
few winters I’ve become in­ 
terested in tarpon fishing, 
and now combine play with 
work by occasionally oper­ 
ating as a deep-sea fishing 
guide. 
“The other day I took a 
multi-millionaire out for a 
day of trout fishing here. 
.After catching a few nice 
rainbow 
we 
paused 
for 
some lunch As we were sit­ 
ting there in the sun with 
the water lapping against 
the boat and the *air clean 
and brisk he said, ‘Clark, 
y ou’re richer than I am. I 
work all y ear so I can 
spend a few day s relax ing 
with my hobbies. But y ou 
relax with y our hobbies 24 
hours a day .’ He made me 
feel real good.” 
It can, of course, be ar­ 
gued that civilization would 
be in a bad way if every ­ 


one followed Clark’s ex am­ 
ple. But I doubt if we’re

Fallout radiation in Nebras­ 
ka rose to a monthly high on 
Oct. 16, according to prelim­ 
inary figures released Mon­ 
day by the State Department 
of Health. 
The high reading of 43 
micro-micro curies per cubic 
meter of air was reported at 
the radiation surveillance sta­ 
tion in Omaha. It represents 
the state high through Oct. 17. 
The previous high for the 
month has been reported in 
Omaha on Oct. 5. 
Occording to the Health De­ 
partment figures, 
however, 
the monthly high decreased to 
25 on Oct. 17 and, pending fi­ 
nal monthly tests, is believed 
to have continued to drop. 
Other stations in Nebraska 
were inoperative during th e 
two-day period. 
The 
high October count 
' was the largest since the re­ 
cord reading of 354 taken in 
Omaha on Sept. 20. 
According to Stacy Swan- 


berg, acting director of lab­ 
oratories for the State Health 
Department, the heaviest fall­ 
out from the recent Soviet 
tests in the arctic area will 
not descend until early spring | 
over the United States. At | 
that time heavier readings i 
are ex pected.

latter part of September when 
more freq uent statewide read­ 
ings were desirable.

TRAVIL ON AUTOBAHN

Berlin (fl — U.S. truck s 
and jeeps carry ing armed sol­ 
diers in battle dress m o ve d 
across Soviet-occupied terri­ 
tory from Berlin Mo n d a y 
without Russian interference.

The Russians insist the ve­ 
hicles are not necessary . 
At 9 a.m. 4 jeeps and 8 
truck s started down the high 
way . Hiey arrived safely at 
Helmstedt in Western Ger­ 
many .

Contents of the attorney 
general’s op inion have n ot 
been made p ublic, but it was 
understood that it contained a 
reference to Section 53-111 of 
the Nebrask a Statutes which 
says that:
